Chickenpox It a mild disease 

that almost everyone gets a 
one time or another. Probably 
the chief danger from the in 
fectlon Is due to its very mild 
new, which somehow inclines

Children are normally ex­ 
pected to contract chickenpox 
before or during school days, 
and there Is ordinarily no rea­ 
son for keeping a healthy 
child away from possible 
sourcesof infection   very 
young or weak children should 
be protected against exposure 
io all Infectious diseases. In 

1 any case, a physician should 
always be called In for a diag­ 
nosis and medical supervision 

1 even when the -symptoms are 
most mild. 

Close Study Needed 
For one thing, to the inex­ 

perienced or non-professional 
observer the rash of chicken- 
pox resembles that of small­ 
pox, and the experience of a 
physician is required to dis­ 
tinguish the differences. This

end show in the Torrance Park 
band shell. Another part of the 
program is the Torrance Adult 
Club, the first, and one of the 
few adult clubs in the United 
States, incorporated as a non­ 
profit group. 

Creative Spirit 
The theme of all programs 

for children has been to en­ 
courage creatlveness. In addi­ 
tion to the arts and crafts pro­ 
gram and the drama programs 
organized for youtli along the 
creative lines, theor has also 
been a creative interpretive 
dance class held during the 
summer months. 

The Torrance recreation de­ 
partment program, although 
having a difficult time keeping 
up with the rapid growth of 
the city, has found the job of 
serving the community needs 
made easier through the exten­ 
sive utilization of youth lead­ 
ers in the community. Both as 
paid recreation leaders and as 
volunteer group leaders, Tor­ 
rance youth have responded to 
the call for imaginative assist­ 
ance in fulfiulling Hie leisure 
lime needs of their own 
friends and neighbors.
